A WRECK AT THIRTY-MILE. 

Loss of the Kiilumn/}oo Again Demon- 
strates the Danger of Klondike 
Travel. 

Seattle, Wash., July 23.— The steamer 
Kalamazoo, built by a party from Michi- 
an on Luke Bennett Inst winter, hits 
been totally wrecked on Thirty-Mile 
River. The wreck wns passed by the 
party which has just arrived here. Only 
the upper works of the vessel could be 
een above the water. The pilot run 
her on a rock and a great hole was torn 
n her bottom. The steamer and outfit 
on board will prove a total loss. This 
is the second steamer to come to grief on 
Thirty-Mile River after successfully run- 
ning the dangerous White Horse Rapids. 

Kalamazoo, Mich,, July 23.— Twelve 
men from this city and from Pawpaw 
were aboard the steamer Kalamazoo 
which is reported wrecked on Thirty- 
Mile River, hi the Klondike region. When 
last heard from the party had shot the 
White Horse Rapids and expected to 
reach Dawson in live days. 

END OF THE RATE WAR. 

A Peace Has Been Concluded Upon 
Terms to be Announced Later. 

Montreal, July 23.— President Van 
Home, of the C.P.R., ii rri veil. hack from 
his trip to the leading western railway 
centres this morning. To a Question in 
regard to the rumors which have been 
current that his trip had to do with the 
settlement of the passenger rate war, he 
said his trip was one of entirely different 
business. 

Toronto, July 23.— A private despatch 
rreeh ed from New York to-day, says the 
railway rate war hns been arranged, 
and terms partly agreed upon, to be 
closed next week. 



Berlin, July 23.— "So far as the United 
States embassy is concerned, nothing is 
known of any negotiation or comimini- 
eatious whatever between the United 
States and the German government re- 
lative to any Spanish colonies," said Mr. 
Andrew White, the United Stutcs nm- 
bassador, in an interview with the cor- 
respondent here of the Associated Press. 
^ "Besides," continued Mr. White., 
"there has been no question at any time 
between this embassy and the German, 
foreign oulee relative to the German, 
desire for a coaling station in the Phil- 
ippines, nor for possession of any of 
the islands thereof. Neither lias there 
been any discussion of Germany's wish 
to secure any other Spanish colonies. 

"To express such wishes, which we are 
unaware of, would be at the present 
moment above all too premature. There 
have been important negotiations begun 
between the United States and Ger- 
many, but it is too early to talk about, 
that now." 

From another source the correspon- 
dent of the Assoeiated Press hears that 
the negotiations to which Mr. White re- 
fers relate to the tariff, but he has been, 
tumble to obtain an official confirmation, 
of this nt the German foreign olllcc. 
Emperor William is kept continually in- 
formed of all events connected with the 
war between Spain and the United 
Sates and the developments at Washing- 
ton, Madrid and Berlin. Regular re- 
ports are sent to him to points on the 
Norwegian coast where he makes stopss 
while on his tour of Norway. A large 
batch of despatches containing the latest 
news of the war was sent this week by 
special courier to Dierqumillen. 

The tone of the German press tliis> 
week is less friendly to the United 
States than the week before, and the 
latest developments in the war have- 
been in many cases commented upon in a 
rather sarcastic spirit. The liberal press- 
though has adopted, general Bpeaking, 
fair and more neutral comment. The- 
Vossich'e Zeitung printed an editorial in. 
which it freely admitted that it wished 
the United States speedy success, and 
referred to the "unbroken friendship ex- 
isting for so many years between the- 
two countries."

Washington, July 23.— The wnr de- 
partment received the following from.

"Santiago de Cuba, July 23, 1898, G:25- 
p.m.— Headquarters fifth army corps. 

V Adjutant-General, Washington. 

"A colonel of engineers of the Spanish) 
army has just arrived from Giiantannmo- 
He heard from the French consul there 
that Santiago hud surrendered and that 
they had been included; not crediting it,, 
he was sent to verify the fact. They 
will now he very glad to accept terms of 
surrender, as they are very short of ra- 
tions and I shall have to begin feeding 
them at once. He tells me there are 
b',000 men at that, place. I am now 
feeding 4,000 prisoners here and 1,(!00- 
sick in the hospitals. Wo expect 2,00f> 
men from Sanluc nnd will send an of- 
ficer to-morrow nr next day with one 
of General Torral' staff to receive sur- 
render at Guantanamo, and then go to 
Saguan and Barncoa to receive surren- 
der there. I think the number of pris- 
oners will be fully up to the estimate,. 
22,000 or 23,000."

THE WELL NAMED "RELIEF."' 

Uncle Sam's Hospital Ship Returns- 
From Siboney With Many 
Wounded Soldiers. 

New York, July 23— The United 
States hospital ship Relief arrived at 
Quarantine this afternoon from Siboney 
with 125 sick and wounded officers and 
soldiers from Santiago. The Relief left 
New York on July 2, just 21 days ago, 
fully equipped with a skilled corps ot'' 
nurses and all modern surgical appli- 
ances and instruments for the treatment 
of the sick and wounded soldiers, in. 
charge of Major Tomey, surgeon U.S.A. 
During the 21 days that the Relief was*' 
in commission she has received on board 
2G5 sick and wounded soldiers. Of this, 
number thirteen have died and a large 
number have been transferred to the 
Seneca, Solace and Hudson. Of the 125- 
men now on board the Relief there are 
only about live dangerously wounded.

The San Francisco Examine* to-day 
publishes the following Dawson City 
special— bearing da*c of duly 8, and 
the very latest intelligence from, the 
heart of the gold district: 

One o£ the boldest swindles in con- 
nection with the foreign sale of Klondike 
mining property has just been .exposed 
. by one of the victims. Maurice Kliu- 
kowstein, of New York. Kliukowstein 
came to Dawson several days ago fully 
believing that .he and two eastern as- 
sociates were 'the owners of one of the 
richest claims on Bonanza creek, lie 
presented his .papers to the gold com- 
missioner for confirmation, but the com- 
missioer immediately pronounced them 
forgeries and stamped them as such. 
The amount which the\ sharpers received 
for the fraudulent title to this claim is in 
the neighborhood of S30,00O. 

Kliukowstein says that he made the 
acquaintance of the swindlers in New 
York-city during Juuuary. In some way 
they had learned that he was about to 
go to the -Klondike to invest capita), and 
and one of their number who signed 
himself as George A. Wager, addressed 
a letter to Kliukowstein asking him to 
call at -23 Duane street and examine a 
Bonanza creek property which they were 
•offering for sale. Kliukowstein went to 
the- address given and says that, he found 
■ elegantly appointed offices, and several 
obligiug gentlemen who were ostensibly 
the . New York agents of a Wisconsin 
lumber concern. Kliukowstein was tak- 
en into the private ollice of "George A. 
Wager," the alleged manager of the 
business. 

Wager told his visitor that he had 
grub-staked two brothers named Brown, 
in 1S93, with $1,500 to go to Alaska for 
a half interest.

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GOLD BUG JUDGMENT. 



Mr. Jassticc Drake Gives His De- 
cision on an Iiupoi taut Min- 
ing- Point. 



Question, as so tlie Establishing 
Trust in a Mineral 
Claim. 



yesterday Mr. Justice Drake gave liis 
.judgment in the mining action of the 
Sunshine Limited vs. Cunningham and 
McGuire ami the cross-action. The 
fucks are fullv set out in the judgment, 
whicIfTs as follows: 

The company above mentioned are tlie 
■owners of the "Silver Can Mineral 
'Claim," and a group oC claims culled the 
"Sunshine" group adjoining. Between 
the "Silver Cap" and the "Huron" tu>: - e 
■ existed, although not known hut suspect- 
>ed, a fraction of lauti untaken up ou 
which the company had erected their 
.buildings. Tile defendant McGuire was 
the general manager of the company's 
mines, and the det'endaut Cunningham 
was foreman of the mining operations. 
On the J-th of July, Mr. Warden, a min- 
ing engineer, engaged by the company, 
. arrived, and according to his evidence 
lie was instructed by McGuire to see if 
there was any fraction lying to tlie west 
•of the "Silver Cup," and if so to have it 
staked out for the company. Haying 
received these instructions he saw the 
■other defendant Cunningham, and they 
went up to the place together and staked 
out the "Cold Bug" as a fraction. (The 
evidence 1 refer to later on.) Warden 
had no miner's license, and could not 
therefore, locate the ....tun in his own 
name, and Cunningham's name was used 
It appears to be the practice, though not 
required by the act, to place on the posts 
the number of the mining license of the 
person locating, and this apparently was 
one reason why Cunningham's name was 
used, as he had his license with him. L 
may here state that I give full credence 
to this account of the transaction in pre- 
ference to that of Cunningham's. On 
the loth of July, Cunningham, who had 
teen notitied that his services of fore- 
man would not be required any longer, 
on that day altered the No. - post, and 
cut off the writing on Nos. 1 and 2 posts, 
and rewrote the particulars required by 
the act, and ou the 21st of July he re- 
coided the claim in his own name, and 
subsequently he sold half to McGuire. 

A great part of the buildings of the 
company are on this claim, now known 
as the "Gold Bug," and some portion of 
the waste dump from the workings of 
the company on the "Silver Cup" have 
fallen ou the "Gold Bug." The plantift 
company's contention is that in staking 
out the "Gold Bug" Cunningham did so 
as ageut for the company, and that it 
was a. fraud on his part to treat tlie 
claim as his own after the instructions 
he had received through Warden. The 
defendant's answer to that is section Tit) 
of the Gold Mining Act, and the Statute 
of Frauds. Here the only document in 
writing is a letter dated August 24,1897, 
returning a bill of sale of this claim 
sent to Cunningham by Mr. Hubbard, 
the solicitor of the company; and in that 
letter he seems to admit that some nego- 
tiations were pending about the claim, 
but he-fefused to execute the bill of sale 
enclosed for tlie present. This is not 
such a document us will satisfy the 
statute. A trust may be created with- 
out writing, but it must be manifested 
by some writing that there was such a 
trust. ^Foster vs. Hale, 3 Ves: 698.) In 
juy opinion no trust can be established 
from this letter. To render a writing 
available it must be certain in its nature 
and object. (Morton vs. Tewart, 2 1*. & 
C. SO.) Then if no trust can be proved 
to comply with the statute, the company 
contend that the defendant Cunningham 
is not entitled to set up the statute of 
frauds as a shield to protect himself 
from the effects of his own fraudulent 
act. The authorities in support of such 
a proposition are numerous, and arc col- 
lected in re Duke of Marlborough, 1804. 
2, ch. 133. In Rochefoucauld vs. Bon- 
stead, 1 ch., 1897, at p. 200, Lindley, I.. 
■1., summarises the law in this way: "It 
is established by a series of cases that 
the statute of frauds does not prevent 
the proof of a fraud. Lt is a fraud ou 
the part of a person to whom land is 
conveyed as a trustee, and who knows: 
it was so conveyed, to deny the trust 
and claim the land himself. Consequent- 
ly, notwithstanding the statute, it is com- 
petent for a person claiming laud con- 
veyed to another, to prove by parol that 
it 'was so conveyed upon trust for that 
claimant, and that the grantee, knowing 
tlie facts, is denying the trust and rely- 
ing upon the form of conveyance and 
the statute "In order to keep the land 
himself." Applying this exposition of 
the principles of equity to the existing 
circumstances it is necessary for the 
plaintiffs to show that Cunningham lo- 
cated the claim for the company, and 
at their request. The evidence on this 
point is as follows: Warden says that 
in consequence of instructions from the 
defendant McGuire he saw Cunningham, 
and told him there was a possibility of 
the camp-site being on unslaked ground, 
and if so, to see it was staked .nit. M<-

Wurdeu 
candidly admits that there was not any 
sla lenient made that - Cunningham was 
merely slaking for the company, beyond 
what he had stated at the outset, but he 
says the whole trend ut the conversation 
v, as in that direction. Both b'arrell and 
Dunn, directors of the company, instruct- 
ed defendant McGuire to stake the frac- 
tion for the company if any mineral was 
found in it, and it apparently was in 
pursuance of these instructions that Mc- 
Guire instructed Warden to get the 
claim taken up. Cunningham denies 
Warden's statement, and says he stak- 
ed ou his own account, and asked Ward 
en to assist him as a friend. 1 have al 
ready stated my opinion that this wit- 
ness's evidence docs not impress me 
and 1 think the fact that after his dis- 
charge was given, he should, on the 15th 
of July, come back and re-stake th 
claim, and alter the posts, apparently 
under the belief that by so doing he 
could avoid any claim tlie company had 
and hold it independently of them, is 
strong corroborative evidence of the cor- 
rectness of Warden's testimony. None 
o£ the, cases cited are exactly like the 
present. The majority of them are 
cases where hind has been conveyed for 
a particular object, not expressed in the 
conveyance, and wbeie the plaintiff hud 
n primary interest in the land which 
the defendant, by setting up the statute, 
sought to avoid. Here the plaintiffs had 
no such primary interest The land was 
not theirs, and they could only obtain 
an interest under the Mineral Act, and 
there was no necessity for the claim to 
be taken up in any other name than 
that of the company. But in my opin- 
ion the principle on which these cases 
have been decided is equally aplicable in 
the present one. The statute declares 
there must be some writing signd by 
the party who declared the trust, and 
the court will take hold of acknowledg- 
ments by recitals in deeds, affidavits and 
letters, in order to establish tlie trust; 
and I can find no case where the trust 
and the manifestation of it both being 
by parol were held valid. 

Cunningham, when he made the affi- 
davit in order to obtain the record, knew 
that the buildings of the "Sunshine" coin 
pany were on the land, yet swore that 
there were no buildings on the ground, 
and was content, as he says, with a 
verbal explanation from the recorder, 
and that the recorder said it did not 
mutter. Under the circumstances, as 
Cunningham has no right under section 
12 to take up land on which buildings 
are erected, the defendants Cunnning- 
ham and McGuire are entitled to suc- 
ceed to this extent, the "Gold Bug - ' frac- 
tion must be limited to the ground out- 
side of the land occupied by the "Sun- 
shine" company's buildings, and the 
curtilage thereof, and tlie record must 
be altered accordingly. They are also 
ei titled to an injunction to restrain the 
deposit of waste upon the lands of the 
"Gold Bug." They are not entitled to 
any damages, for none have been proved. 
The "811118111110" company, as against tho 
owners of the "Gold Bug," are entitled 
to possession of all the buildings which 
were erected prior to the record of the 
"Gold Bug" claim, together with the 
curtliage thereto. The "Sunshine" com- 
pany are entitled to tbo costs of the ac- 
tion of Cunningham vs. "The Sunshine" 
tip to the trial, as their action was for 
trespass in not removing the buildings 
and for timber cut in which they fail, 
and Cunningham and McGuire are entitl- 
ed to tho costs of the action of "Tlie Sun- 
shine" against themselves, including the 
trial, one set of costs to be set off against 
the other.

GLADSTONE'S GIRL FRIEND. 



Asquith Wad Mr. Gladstone's 
Chosen Companion. 



The leader of London society to-day, 
the woman most talked of and envied 
nnd admired, is neither titled nor very 
beautiful; she does not possess wealth to 
distinguish her above her contemporaries 
and she achieved her place as a leader 
when she was scarcely twenty-one. 

This unusual young woman is Mrs. 
Asquith, much better known by her 
maiden name of Tennnnt; for Miss Mar- 
got Torinaut was easily recognized in 
the heroine of that book of short-lived 
celebrity, "Dodo," when it appeared some 
years ago and created a mild sensation in 
the United States as well as in England. 

"Dodo" undoubtedly made Miss Ten- 
nnnt' s name known far and wide, but 
for all that it ludicrously misrepresented 
her anil failed to do justice to the true 
abilities of this renllj remarkable young 
woman in whose name can be put for- 
ward claims to consideration; First and 
foremost, Mrs. Asquith was one of the 
very few women outside the circle of his 
own nearest feminine relatives to whom 
Gladstone gave a truly beautiful friend- 
ship and devotion. 

She was perhaps the only woman, 
with (he exception of his wife and daugh- 
ters, with whom be loved to talk', whom 
he admitted to his library while' he work- 
ed, and lo whose opinions and ideas lie 
listened with pleasure and respect. She 
was always treated far more like a 
daughter tliaii a guest: at Hawtirden, 
both by the great man and his wife, rind 
all the more interesting is this associa- 
tion. '. when one considers not only the 
vast disparity between their ages, but be- 
tween this grave statesman and the most 
frivolous .Holing lady in London society. 
GLDSTONFAS FRIEND. 
However that may he Miss Margot 
Tonniuil. was invariably pointed out to 
strangers as the protege of the grand old 
man, and as the woman who dared fly 
in the face of all the most sacred tradi- 
tions on which the British maiden mod- 
elled her deportment. It is no secret that 
Miss Tennant on making her debut in 
London quickly observed the methods by 
which the American girl conquers any 
foreign prejudices. r lo observe with her 
was to imitate, and though she fairly out- 
did the most; free-spirited yqUllg Anier- 
erlcnil by her lively sullies, her defiance 
of many honored conventions and. almost 
hoydeilish ways she gained her point and 
bravely broke down .uiuiy of the tire- 
some, useless barriers behind which the 
young unmarried Englishwoman was 
hedged in. 

The British matron held up her hands 
in horror and fought for her old preroga- 
tives, but Miss 'Pennant won the day, 
mid gained a social freedom for tlie 
young people of her sex and position 
tbnt had never been known before in

London society. For a number of sea- 
sons she fairly held the reins in her own 
hands, and fearful was the end predict- 
ed for her by the gossips. In spite of 
her shocking Americanism she counted 
the leading statesman, literary, scientific, 
and musical fame, in her train, and her 
appearance in tho ladies' gallery of the 
House of Commons gave zest to what- 
ever debate was on hand. She was the 
creator of agouti-mystic, semi-literary so- 
ciety called tlie "Souls," and, with Mr, 
Arthur Balfour as her lieutenant in the 
movement, she gathered some of the best 
minds in England about her. 

A STAID MATRON. 
In time the newspapers came to sort 
ously chronicle tho doings of Miss Mar- 
got Tennant as they would those of the 
Queen and the prime minister, and when 
the irate conservatives in society were 
at end of all patience with this gay, clev- 
er, sarcastic little Philistine, she over- 
turned all their predictions by giving her 
hand in marriage to one of the ablest 
and most serious young politicians, Mr. 
Asquith. As if to prove the infinite var- 
iety of her talents, Mrs. Asquith settled 
down at onoe to the duties of wifehood 
and motherhood, and showed as marked 
a capacity for these graver callings as 
for the lightest frivolities. 

Gossijipln'g dowagers, who predicted 
dire misery for whomsoever she might 
marry, have been amazed to see her as- 
sume a stately position as a matron in 
society. To be bidden to her days at 
homes, to her literary luncheons, or to 
her dinners is to be more honored than 
to receive the invitation of a duchess. 
To her gladly come the great men and 
the most brilliant and beautiful women of 
the time, and her home is a centre for 
the learned, the- witty and the famous. 
Yet her own accomplishments are few. 
She speaks several languages, and is 
widely rend, and that is nil. As the elev- 
enth child of Sir Charles Tennant, she re- 
ceived a goodly portion at her marriage, 
but no great fortune. In a roomful of 
beautlul women she is almost insignifi- 
cant. Her husband will probably never 
be Prime Minister, and he is far from a 
millionaire, and yet Mrs. Asquith is by 
right of her wit. her quick sympathy, 
her courage and her candor, the woman 
in London who commands a position 
duchesses might envy, and wields an in- 
fluence that few princesses know.— Cleve- 
land Leader.

COMPLAINTS PKOM THIS YUKON. 

The great pressure upon the news col- 
umns or tin? Colonist: this morning pre- 
vents nn extended reference to the fact 
that, the minora, who have come down 
from Dawson City, are unanimous in 
thc^r complaints against the officials. 
There is a marked unwillingness on the 
part oC the men to allow thoir iiniiise t 
bo used. Those who are going back hav 
no desire, to incur the resentment 
of the officials and the major- 
ity oC them intend going back. 
The nature and source of the 
formation which lias reached the Colon- 
ist cannot bo made public, for reasons 
which we know would command respect 
if they could bo made public, but this 
information i.s of such a serious charac- 
ter (hat we renew the demand made th 
other day tor a thorough investigation 
and insist that it cannot be instituted an 
hour too soon. We fear that scandals 
of the most serious nature will be un- 
earthed, if ever u thorough inquiry takes 
place. More than this, we do not care 
to say, because we hope that the Doinin 
ion government will arouse itself to its 
duty in the premises and prolx; the sub- 
ject to the bottom. 

Our information also is that the regu 
latidns arc working a great deal of bard 
ship and are calculated to retard the de- 
velopment of die Yukon. It is of the 
utmost importance that this should be 
Cone into at the earliest possible day 
The future of the Yukon, for some years 
to come depends upon the manner in 
■which the miners are dealt with this 
year. • 

A QUESTION OF t'REOEDENCB. 

A iiuestion of precedence has arisen in 
this province under circumstances set out 
in another part of this paper. The point 
involved i.s of general interest. We 
think every one will admit that, if there 
is to be such a thing as "precedence" it is 
right that the rules governing it. should 
lie definitely settled. Admiral Palliser 
■doubtless asks no more than he believes 
Hie is entitled to and be ought not to hi' 
content with anything less. If he is en- 
tied to rank next to the Governor-Gen- 
eral, ho bus no warrant for surrendering 
•the precedence, which is not a personal 
privilege, but one attaching to bis office. 
:if Hub is true of the Admiral, it is equal- 
,'ly true of the Lieutenant-Governor, and 
the obligation to insist upon the rights 
.appurtenant to the office is obligatory 
mpon him. It is true 1h.it Hon. Mr. 
Dcwdney, when in office, waived his 
•clainl, but presumably no did this in de- 
fcirnc'e to the wishes of the Governor- 
■General, as be understood them. A lieu- 
tenant-governor may temporarily waive 
a light to which he is entitled ratli?r 
.than provoke a discussion at an In- 
•opportune time, but lie ought not to 
yield to a claim of right which he thinks 
is unfounded. The value of the rules of 
precedence may not be very great, but 
they symbolize something, and the lieu- 
tenant-governor is the custodian of the 
rights of the office for the time being 
mnder these rules, and should insist upon 
-.every right attaching to it. 

At the inauguration of confederation 
'•Ihorc was some question as to the status 
• of the lieutenant-governors, and in soim 
■ of the provinces the use of the name of 
Ller Mujesty was dropped in acts of :is 
sscuibly. In this province the use of the 
"Queen's name is preserved, and the le; 
islature expressly declares that " Her 
Majesty, by and with the advice and 
consent of the legislature of British Col 
UUibla enacts." The legislature recog 
n'zes the lieutenant-governor as the re 
ptesenUltive of the sovereign and as 
such he must clearly take precedence 
Within the province over anyone except 
tlie governor-general, pending some direct 
order from the throne, the fountain of 
-•ill precedence, 

Th iiuestion having arisen it will proh- 
ubly now he settled, and it will not be 
in accordance with the ideas of the peo- 
ple of this province, if it is .settled in nay 
•olhev way than so as to give the lien ten- 
.nut-governor, when acting within the pro- 
•vince, precedence over every one el 
•except tiiose expressly granted a higher 
Tank by the Crown, which in matters of 
■Ibis kind has absolute power, subject only 
to the control of the Imperial parliament. 
Lieutenant-Governor Midlines bus don< 
right in standing out for the propel 
pi credence attaching to his office, but 
while we say this, tvo do not wish to 
imply that there has been the slightest 
disposition on the part of any one to de- 
prive him of what h<.- is justly entitled 
to. 



A NATIONAL AWAKENING. 

We think our correspondent M. J. A 
is oik' of those people who see the lu- 
dicrous side of things, and would be the 
Sast to deny the potency of religious con- 
•viction as a force, yet her letter suggests 
'this article. 

Referring first: to the Texas incident 
innd the request sent out to the people of 
the United States by the President Im- 
mediately after the destruction of Cer- 
■vera's fleet, it is of interest to note that 
the call upon the people, to give thanks 
to God for a great victory, came almost 
before the echoes had died away in the 
halls of congress of more than one 
speech, founded upon the assertion that. 
■God is not in the constitution of the 
''United States. It wns the 'boast of eer- 
■lain pollticjaufl among our neighbors that 
tthe constitution of their country was 



atheistic, and the idea bus been advanc- 
ed in many ways during recent political 
campaigns; It was having a profound 
effect upon public opinion in the United 
States. Said a recent writer, we quote 
the substance of ins words and not the 
identical language: "What can we ap- 
peal to in our efforts to stay the rising 
tide of social revolution. It is useless 
to appeal to the sanctity of the law, for 
the masses have lost faith in the legis- 
latures and the courts. It is useless to 
appeal to the religions instinct, because 
religion is losing its hold upon the peo- 
ple. The answer to the appeal to con- 
science is that God is not In the con- 
stitution." 

It is true that the name of the deity 
does not appear in the document upon 
which the United States government is 
founded. Neither is it written on the 
rose leaf. It cannot be spelled out of 
the stars. It is .not spoken by the thun- 
der. But as no one would say that God 
i.s not in the rose leaf, the stars or the 
thunder, for that reason, so He cannot 
be road out of the constitution of the 
United States. All there is in that docu- 
ment, that is worth preserving, is as 
much divine as anything can be which is 
of human origin. 

The recognition of divine leadership 
by the nation in the hour of its tri 
urnph i.s one of the most pleasing feat- 
ures in connection with the results of the 
war. The request of the President will 
have a great influence, but not so much 
as the more dramatic action of the cap- 
tain of the Texas. The story of that 
will be told everywhere, and it will ap- 
peal to the immagination of the people. It 
need surprise no one if from it ther 
goes out over nil the nation a new sense 
of its dependence upon and its respon 
sibility to God. The United States needs 
this. Embarking upon a new sphere of 
action, its public men ought to learn how 
to approach great questions, from a 
higher plane than they have stood upon 
hitherto. The one chief weakness of 
American politics wns the apparent ab 
seuce of any sense of responsibility. So 
that temporary political triumph . was 
gained, the means employed might be 
anything. The end justified them, 
though the end wns, in too many cases, 
not sufficiently noble to justify even itself. 
This irreligious irresponsibility was a 
pbnso of the intoxication of success. Con 
fining their attention almost wholly to 
domestic problems, fighting out the most 
difficult questions in the crudest possible 
way, the people of the United States 
became, like St. Paul said of the heath 
en, "a law unto themselves." The ballot 
box was the representation of Provi 
deuce, the caucus the arbiter of ques 
Hons of conscience. What the caucus 
thought right was right. What the ballot 
box settled was settled. In both cases 
the judgment was only temporary, but 
temporary success was nil that was 
aimed .at. A new sense of re 
sponslbility has come upon the 
people, and one of its fust effects i.s that 
they are turning to God for guidiim 
as never before in their history, for 
never before were there such frequent 
expresion of the sense of dependence up- 
on the Divine, never before lias there 
been heard in the United States so 
many acknowledgements that there are 
higher objects in public life than pa/ty 
success. 

We say to our correspondent that such 
manifestations of divine assistance, as 
served to amuse her, an? not to be treat- 
ed lightly. In one of his speeches the 
grandson or William of Prussia, whose 
habit provoked the versiele quoted in 
our correspondent's letter, said "We Ger- 
mans fear nothing but God." It is a 
mistake to make light of such things. 
They are the outcome of strong con- 
victions, and there i.s no stronger force 
in all the world than strong convictions 
backed up by courage. Incidents like 
that on board the Texas have a pro- 
found effect not only upon those partici- 
pating in them, but upon communities, 
and the effect .sometimes lusts for many 
generations. The movement in the 
United States towards the recognition of 
the immanence of Providence in the af- 
fairs of nations may hav.e a far more 
profound effect upon the future history 
of that country than any other outcome 
of the war. 



AS TO BICYCLISTS. 

A correspondent thinks it unreasonable 
to ask the city to spend a considerable 
sum of money for the pleasure of bicy- 
clists. We do not see the mntter in that 
light. Considerable money i.s spent for 
the pleasure of people who ride in car- 
riages, and there is no yood reason why 
the same thing should not hold good in 
respect of those who prefer to ride the 
wheel. But all bicycling is not for 
pleasure. Possibly a very great majority 
of it is as much a part of the ordinary 
business of life as riding on the street 
cars or walking is. It is hard for some 
people t,, realize that, cycling has ceased 
to be a mere recreation; but it has. In 
deed it is somewhat less of a recreation 
than it used to be. The novelty of the 
thing has worn off, and people ride 
wheels now to save time, just as they 
get on the street cars for that purpose, 
or use a typewriter or a sewing machine. 
It is time for the city authorities to rec- 
ognize Lhis. As to the imposition of a 
small tax on bicycles, the proposition is 
not unreasonable, because the use of the 
wheels entails, or ought to entail, ad- 
ditional charges upon the city, and it is 
quite proper that those persons for 
whose benefit they are incurred should 
pay for them.

This ruling was not questioned .un- 
til during the term of the late Governor, 
Hon. Edgar Dcwdney, when in accord- 
ance with n ruling, it is said, of Mr. 
I David Erskine, of the Governor-Gener- 
j nl's stufT, Mr. Dcwdney yielded prece- 
I donee to the ndmirnl.

felt bound by Mr. Erkine's ruling, the 
Lieutenant-Governor withdrew his pat- 
ronage. 

With nil due respect to tlie rear ad- 
miral, to Mr. Erskine, and to Col. Prior, 
the Lieutenant-Governor's firm insist- 
ence on his right of precedence in his 
own province will meet with the hearty 
approval of the general public. For 
it is entirely illogical, and contrary to 
the principles upon which the Empire is 
founded, that any official holding a vice- 
regal position, should, in the colony, 
province or territory under his admin- 
istration, yield precedence to any, other 
than one holding u higher vice-regal po- 
sition, or the Sovereign herself. The 
opinion has often been expressed that it 
was a great anomaly in the B.N. A. act 
to accord a general commanding Her 
Majesty's forces in Canada, or an ad- 
miral commanding the naval forces of 
the British North America station, pre- 
cedence over a lieutenant-governor, who, 
at least from an imperial standpoint 
and in his own province, holds the third 
place from the throne. It is to be noted 
tii.f: fhe net is not clear as to whether 
this precedence i.s to be accorded in the 
very province under a lieutenant-gover- 
nor's administration. Bo that is it may, 
however, there is no reference to the 
Pacific station. 

In the meantime the presumption re- 
mains in favor of the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, as the ruling given by the colonial 

be 
of 

Mr. Erskine; ns well ns from the fact 
that it is the admiral that must 
make the first official cull on the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. There is another as- 
pect to the question. A Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor in Canada, unlike a Governor sent 
out to a colony from the Mother Coun- 
try, is, in a somewhat undefined but 
still very real sense, the representative 
of the people of his province, and as 
such the first citizen of one of the ninny 
self-governing communities Unit go to 
make up the Empire. His official rank 
therefore is one that concerns' every 
citizen. To rank u general or admiral 
above the Governor of a province i.s in 
effect to exalt the army or navy above 
the people of the province. Now duo 
honor has ever been, and ever will be 
given to the army and navy of our Em- 
pire, but British imperialism is not of 
that Russian or German type that looks 
upon militarism as the chief support of 
the throne, but always, in practice, ac- 
knowledges the people of the source of 
all power. And the dignity of the peo- 
ple, us well us of the Sovereign, is cer- 
tainly in this part of the Empire repre- 
sented by the Lieutenant-Governor of 
the province. 

A decision in fuvor of the Lieutenant- 
Governor is therefore a decision in favor 
of the people and of the imperial stand- 
ing of our province, and the spirit of 
British Columbians will hardly permit 
the question to be finally settled uther 
than in their favor, even should it in- 
volve a dispute with the colonial ollice, 
which it doubtless will not. To find 
a case in point reference may be made 
to the bishops again. A table of prer 
cedence was fixed for South Australia 
in 1871. This table gave the Roman 
Catholic bishop and the Protestant Epis- 
copal bishop precedence over all other 
colonial functionaries, including the 
Premier and his ministers. Objection 
being raised on their part it wns said 
hi reply that the Queen, as the "fountain 
of all honor" had the prerogative of 
conferring precedence on church or other 
dignitaries ns she pit-uses. This was 
admitted, but it was nevertheless eon- 
tended that having in view the differ- 
ent ecclesiastical and social circum- 
stances of the Mother Country and 
South Australia, it was not a proper 
exercise of the prerogative to give pre- 
cedence to bishops, and in particular 
that it Improperly lowered the Premier 
und his ministers in the esteem of the 
people. The South Australian legisla- 
ture accordingly passed a bill "to pro- 
vide for the regulation of precedency 
in South Australia" which abolished ut- 
terly all precedence of ecclesiastics in the 
colopy. To this bill the Governor would 
not assent, but reserved it till Her Maj- 
esty's pleasure should be known. In 
February, 187:2. the Governor was noti- 
fied by the colonial oillce that, the royal 
assent was withheld, as the bill was re- 
garded as an encroachment on the 
Queen's prerogative. The despatch 
added, however, that any suggestion to 
amend the table of precedence made by 
the legislature of the colony would be 
"most attentively considered with a dis- 
position to accede as far as possible to 
the alterations proposed." Whereupon 
on June 19th, 1872 the legislature passed 
an address praying Her Majesty by the 
exercise of her prerogative "to deprive 
the dignitarie of the Protestant Episco- 
pal and Roman Catholic churches of the 
precedence assigned them over civil 
functionaries or over ministers of other 
religious denominations. 

The despatch of the colonial ofileo in 
reply to this address, dated September 
10th, 1872, states that thereafter no 
bishop or minister of any church or 
religious 'denomination would be allowed 
any official precedence whatever In the 
colony, reserving only the precedence to 
the bishops on whom it had already been 
conferred while they should hold ofllce, 
but not transmitting it to their succes- 
sors. From nil thit it will be seen that 
it is not so difficult as Parkman would 
infer, even In n modern democratic soci-

While 
quite willing to chat pleasantly about 
tho Northern country, Captain Constan- 
tine declined to discuss the mining re 
gulationa or such matters as he would 
have to leal with in the ofileial report 
which he must make to the government. 
Spcn king about the gold output of the 
Klondike Captain Constantine remarked 
that in his report last January lie ex- 
prcsed the belief it would be somewhere 
the neighborhood of seven to eight 
millions— it might be nine millions iris 
sibly, but the estimate was pretty cor- 
rect. The actual amount of gold' *hii>- 
ped on the Roanoke, Captain Constant] 
was able to give from official figures. 
The Canadian Hank of Commerce sliij 
ped 48,438 ounces and the N. A. T. & 
T. Co. 22,001) ounces, the latter being 
chiefly money belonging to die customers, 
of the company. 

As a gold country Ibe Klondike is all 
right, Captain Constantine obse.-ves, but 
the people do not seem to realize the 
difficulties and privations they have to 
go through in mining and prospecting 
there. If needs men of the hardest con- 
stitution, with plenty of determination 
and pluck, and many men who reach 
Dawson are utterly unfitted for the 
life. They sit down, eat up th eir sup- 
plies, for there is not work enough for 
all- and then they come out again to 
the coast dispirited and broke. The 
sameness of the food, too, is extremely 
trying on a man's constitution and manj 
a one falls sicks on the constant diet of 
aimed goods, accompanied by bad cool; -

AN OLD MINER'S OPINION. 

•Mr. G. II. Church, an Old British Co- 
lumbia Prospector, Among the 
Garonne Passengers. 

A typical old miner stood leaning over 
the railing of the Garonne as she pulled 
into the wharf, and remarked to his 
.companions: "This town has grown since 
1 saw it first." 

The speaker was Mr. G. H. Church, 
who will be remembered by many of the 
•old Cariboo and Oassiar miners now 
resident, in Victoria. Mr. Church is one 
Of that adventurous body of men, who 
commencing mining in California in '49. 
followed the various rushes until they 
got within the An tic circle and discov- 
ered the richer placer diggings of Alas- 
ka and the Canadian Yukon. 

He first, made his acquaintance with 
British Columbia mines in Cariboo in 
18(10. There he remained for fourteen 
years, when he went to Cassiar. Twenty 
years were spent there, and then work- 
ing still further North Mr. Church 
struck into the Yukon country. A man 
Who had the patience and perseverance 
to stick to mining all those years, cer- 
tainly deserves to make a fortune, but 
'luckily as a rule these old miners do 
not make the big stakes. However. Mr. 
'Church has a fairly heavy bag with him, 
about $5,000 and he has drafts for un- 
•other $10,000 which was sent down on 
the St. Paul. This is the result of four 
years' work, most of the time as fore- 
man of one of the big mines on EI Dor- 
ado creek. He is therefore belter able 
than many to judge of the output of 
Klondike and he says $10,000,000 is an 
outside estimate. The shortage of water 
'he says, did not tend to decrease the 
■output but made it necessary to continue 
■the work of washing up longer than 
usual. 

This increased the cost to the mine 
owner and on the other hand gave the 
laborers more work. The clean-up was 
pretty well completed when Mr. Church

The new creeks are being boomed con- 
ndderably, "but," remarked Mr. Church, 
-Vit seems peculiar to me that the claim 

■ owners on these new creeks do not do

spotted. The claim owners seem to he 
afraid to sink, preferring to sell." 

The prospects of many of the men in 
Dawson are not of the brightest Ac- 
cording to Mr. Church there is consider- 
able fever and scurvy among the men 
and others are simply worn on I by the 
hardslr'ps that they have gone through. 
Now that mining is over for the season 
there are 20,000 idle men in the city, 
some with money to come out: others 
with a few months' provisions, which 
they will have to sell: and still others 
with 'neither provisions nor money. They 
will have to wait until winter sets in to 
get 1 wOrk. 

' Mr. Church will not return to the 
Klondike, his health not permitting, and 
therefore his opinion as to the Dominion 
mining regulations and the' heed of ulh- 
■ondilicnts to them, 'ban be taken 'as .au 
unselfish verdict. If the excessive roy- 
alty' : is not done away with, he says, 
some of the men now ranked as million- 
aires will be ruined. They haye bought 
claims on time and having to pay the, 
royalty makes it unprofitable; to work 
them. Therefore the}' will have to allow 
the claims to revert to the original own- 
ers and lose what they paid on then). 

Big Alex. McDonald is one example 
of this. He has been Inlying everything 
be could lay his bunds on and now' finds 
that on ncconnl of the royalty he ■ can' 
only work the best claims at a profit. A 
"Claim has to produce better than #20 a 
day to be profitable. Many of the claims 
have' not been worked' on this account', 
dust before Mr. Church left Dawson, 
McDonald told him that unless the royal- 
ty was abolished lie would be ruined.

LUCKY MEN. 

Some of the Miners Who Have Made 
Good Stakes. 

Though the Garonne's passengers were 
remarkably reticent about the amount of 
gold brought out by individuals, it was 
gathered that among the lucky ones were 
Ned Aylward, .7. Condon. Adams of Seat- 
tle, A.' McKinnon, Young of Manitoba, 
McBrido of San Francisco, Curric and 
an ex-Mounted Policeman named Broth- 
ers. Each had dust to the amount of from 
$20,000 to $35,000. 

Aylward had sold a claim for $15,000, 
but when asked as to his winnings in 
the lottery of mining he pulled out a 
little sack of nuggets and said that that 
was all he had, witli the exception of 
another "small sack with the purser." 

Apparently "the small sack with the 
purser" held the bulk of his gold. 

There were many disappointed men 
aboard, too. men who had gone in with 
a small amount of money and came back 
with less. One man who had been in 
Dawson since last year shook a small 
buckskin bag with three or four ounces 
of gold in it, and said sadly 

"I took in $2,000 last year and that is 
all I have left of it." He was very much 
down on the mining regulations, and he 
and several companions spoke bitterlj 
about the mining otlioials, intimating that 
they were not doing their duty, but used 
their otficiai positions to their private 
gain. None of these men would give 
tlelr names, nor would they make any- 
thing but general statement 

An old man from Boston, who had 
been up in Minook and Circle City but 
not on the Canadian side of tile line, vnis 
another unfortunate. He was hobbling 
about with all the nails gone from one 
foot as the result of having his foot froz- 
en and said that the hardships lie had 
seen and gone through had been terrible.

Island and transferred ajl the Klondikers 
witli their freight to this craft. 

The party of Londoners win; had with 
them on the Garonne the sectional river 
steamer Research, were safely debarked 
at St. Michael, and although at the 
time the big steamei iutt port the Re- 
search had not placed her wheel, Capt.

Short Notes of News From the Yukon-- 
A Rival to Dawson. 

Clarence Berry, whose phenomenal 
good fortune in the Klondike made him 
one of the most envied men in tile dis- 
trict, has according to reports from Daw- 
son lost much of his money owing to the 
spent licit' mess of his four brothers, 
Who are milking the gold fly in great 
shape. 

Miners who came down by the Gar- 
onne and Athenian predict that mile's o 
the mining regulations are altered, Eagle 
City, a new town started thirty miles 
across the line in Alaska, will build up 
at the expense of Dawson. 

Rev. A. Anderson, of the Swedish 
Mission Society came down by the Car- 
oline from St. Michael, where he has 
beicn working as missionary since 1889. 

While nearly all the miners agree in 
snjing that no new strikes have been 
made in the Yukon there is a report 
that a man named Minnock on Lower 
Bonanza took out $2,000 in one day 
with n rocker on u bench claim. 

Frank Hurtz of Crookston, Minnesota, 
anil at one time surveyor general of that 
state died on the river steamer Hamilton 
just as the boat got near St, Michael. 
Tin; Hamilton hud a tough time coming 
devn the river. They went on a bar 
and her hog chain breaking the planks 
in her bottom spread. However, she 
held together and with the assistance of 
the Weare got. to the mouth of the Yu- 
kon where the -stern wheeler .1. C. Ban- 
helped her over to St. Michael. 

A couple id' Boston moil, Messrs. Mose- 
ly and A. K. Seymour have a hard luck 
story to tell of their trip as members 
of the Woods Expedition that went up 
last fall on the Humboldt. They were 
to have been taken to Dawson but in- 
stead of that they were set ashore anil 
had to help build the river steamer Seat- 
tle No. 1, and in her got up the river 
a bit and wintered 100 miles from 
Rampart City. This spring they made 
n fresh start but after passing Fort Yu- 
kon the vessel owing to an incompetent 
pilot, piled up on the shore and was with 
difficulty got afloat again. She got in to 
further trouble then and finally a fresh 
pilot was secured from Dawson and the 
voyagers got safely up to the Oolden 
City. 

BY THE "ATHENIAN." 

Another Lot of Cold Comes Out to 
Swell the Volume. 

Six hours after the Caroline arrived 
from St. Michael yesterday morning, 
by the time the miners who came down 
on her bad their stock of clothing re- 
newed or got nicely settled in hotel 
quarters, came a second treasure ship, 
the C. P. R. steamer Athenian from the 
North.

THE STOCK MARKET. 

Peace Prospects Make the Spanish Securi- 
ties Stronger. . 

New Vurk, July 23.— The Evening Post's 
Quuuclul cable I ruin Loudon sa>s: "The 
stock markets were quiet to-day, in view of 
the settlement to begin next week, but the 
tone was good. Spanish fours were especi- 
ally strong on peace prospects and foreign 
buying. it Is difficult, however, to view 
Spanish lluunces hopefully, and everyone Is 
now enquiring on what looting the Cuban 
debt will in the future be. New York Is 
still offerluB bills largely against cotton, 
etc., and It looks like a repetition of last 
year's exchange operations. Tlie Paris and 
Berlin markets were Snu." 

New York, July 23.— The dulness of the 
stock market was not relieved In the clos- 
ing hours of the week, though there were 
one or I wo Incidents of Interest in the 
duv's trading. One was the buying from 
Loudon accounts.

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A Few Xotes on the Recpnt Con- 
cert by Victoria's Popular 
Amateur Orchestra. 



The Light That Failed Caused 
Some Little Embarrassment 
to Performers. 



When the orchestra got together by 
Mr. Victor Austin made its first appear- 
ance in public :i month or two ago, play- 
ing the accompaniments to Giorza's 
Muss, it was predicted that should in- 
strumental work alone be attempted it 
wculd give a good account of itself. This 
favorable anticipation was well realized 
on Thursday evening hist week, when an 
interesting programme was submitted. 
The concert was short, wisely so, con- 
sidering the summer evening; it began 
in good time and the selections, musi- 
cally speaking, covered a good deal of 
ground. , , , 

As might be expected, the players show- 
ed to best advantage in the purely or- 
chestral numbers. Here they had the 
necessary freedom of action and almost 
from the start it was evident that not 
O&iy had they been practising faithfully 
but (hat the outcome of their work was 
going to be enjoyable. The opening of 
the "Marionetten" overture wis refresh 
ingly confident and spirited, and tin; 
v,as well sustained throughout the num- 
ber. The inevitable "Intermezzo, how- 
ever, which followed was not so well 
dene, and was marred by inattention to 
the heat in rallentando passages, ine 
conductor's reading of this number was 
new in some respectB, but it die i not im- 
prove on the original. Schubert s .Bal- 
let Music" is so pretty that it carries it- 
se'f. which was well, for the orchestra 
has not yet the necessary lightness of 
touch to play such music satisfactorily. 

It was in the overture that they shone. 
"Esmeralda" was perhaps the least suc- 
cessful, though even here there was some 
gcod work done and the light and shade 
was well managed. The overture to 
'•Stradella" was the best played of all, 
the strings being alert and resonant and 
the winds very effective, particularly the 
brass in the opening. 

The orchestra was happily in very 
good tune to begin with and remained 
well in tune with a few exceptions. Hie 
violins, however, preponderated, and 
there was also plenty of brass, but too 
little tenor. The winds wc-re compara- 
tively little used, which seemed a pity, 
for "they told well when they had a 
chance, and without them the loud pas- 
sages were often ill-balanced. The or- 
gan was played with discretion and this 
time the drums left little to complain of 
on the score of obtrusiveness. 

Mr. B. A. Powell was the solo instru 
mental is t, but unfortunately the number 
chosen, Mendelssohn's "Andante," from 
the violin concerto, was quite beyond his 
powers. Ho is a conscientious player, 
but could do little or nothing with a solo 
that taxes the greatest. The mere me- 
chrnical part of the "Andante" is not 
83 v ery exacting, but to bring the mean- 
ing, the soul out of it. is tremendously 
difficult. In this number, too, the or- 
chestra was as much out of its depth as 
the soloist, who must have felt greatly 
hampered by its labored efforts at ac- 
companiment. 

Mrs. .Tanion and Mr. Moxon contribut- 
ed soios which do not call for extended 
remark. Both would have gone much 
better with the piano alone for accom- 
paniment, and the "Lost Chord" was 
svrely taken at about the slowest pice 
on record. Mrs. Green, of Nanaimo, was 
very favorably received, nnd she deserv- 
ed it. Possessed of a pleasing voice of 
soft mezzo quality, Mrs. Green sings 
well within herself, and gives great at- 
tention to the words us well as the music 
of her songs, with the best results. 

Mr. Austin has many good points as a 
conductor, graceful action is one of them, 
but a gentleman of his experience should 
not think it necessary to beat out every 
note in every measur?. This not only 
leads to labored playing, but must be 
very confusing to the orchestra. In 
fact it proved so, for whenever there 
was a rallentarido or at almost any of 
tbe climaxes there were always two or 
three or more of the instruments out. 
He is, however, deserving of much praise 
for the way in which he has brought his 
forofrs along so far, and that the Phil 
harmonic Orchestra may be with ui 
r.gain next season must be the wish of 
e\ery lover of good music. 

The concert given on Saturday even- 
ing in aid of the Protestant Orphan's 
Heme was seriously marred by the ab- 
sence of electric light. The orchestra 
had to get along at first in complete 
darkness, and afterwards played by the 
fitful light of no less than three oil 
lamps, while those on the stage where 
cheered by the dim religious glimmer of 
the Chinese lanterns intended primarily 
for decorative purposes. With such a 
handicap it was little to be wondered at 
that the musical part of the programme 
might have gone l>etter. The male chor- 
us especially seemed much taken aback 
nnd their struggles to get a little light 
on the subject lent a mild humor to their 
sirging. Under the circumstance adverse 
criticism would be unfair. The pro- 
gramme was light in character, and there 
was plenty, of the popular element, sup 
plied mainly by the Messrs. Richardson. 
The younger brother shows promise of 
being an acquisition, but he must be 
careful to remember his audience, 
sung about "Doctor Jim" was taken at 
first to apply to our own Dr. J. I>. II—, 
and it only dawned upon tin 1 audiei 
gradually that the Transvaal raider was 
meant.

Philadelphia, July JL— The second and 
last day of the annual regatta of the 
National Association of Amateur Oars- 
men produced some of the finest racing 
ever seen in n national regatta. In 
three of the events only a few feet 
separated the first uud second crews. 
The most sensational race of the day 
ways the eight-oared shell event, which 
the Pennsylvania barge club's chain 
pion eight captured from the Argonaut- 
of Toronto by a few feet, after a grand 
Struggle. The weather was perfect, be 
tween 30,000 and -10,000 persons coufre 
gated along th? banks to watch the 
races, and all sorts of craft were 
strung along both sides of the river. Two 
of the championships wore captured by 
Philadelphia crews; Ten Byck won the 
senior single championship; the Western 
Rowing club of St. Louis curried oil 
the honors in the intermediate four-oar 
ed shell nice, and the Argonauts cap 
tured the senior international four-oared 
championship. In the intermediate 
four-oared shell race, the Seawunhalia 
crew of New York was ruled out for im- 
properly turning the three-quarter Hag 
James McCartney, of the Union Boat 
club. New York, was the umpire of to- 
day's races, and James Pilkington, of 
Harlem Rowing club, New York, acted 
as starter. 

The lirst race of the day was the sen 
ior single championship of the United 
States. The starters were C. II. Lewis 
and E. II. Ten Byck, of Worcester, 
Mass.; C. S. Titus, of New Orleans; and 
0. P. A. Goldman, of Toronto. Gold- 
man caught the water lirst, followed by 
Ten Byck. Lewis and Titus in the order 
named. The Henley champion forged t< 
the front at the quarter mile Hag and 
was the first to reach the turning point 
On the home stretch Goldman spurted, 
passed Lewis and went after Ten Byck, 
It was a killing race from post to fin- 
ish but Ten Byck held the Canadian 
safe, winning by two lengths. Goldman 
was a length and a half in front of 
Lewis. 

Only two crews started in the senior 
international four-oared shell race, the 
Argonauts of Toronto and the Ariels 
of Baltimore. This race was a mile and 
a half straighaway. The Argonauts 
were the first to get away, but at the 
three-quarter Hag the Ariels were lead 
ing by u small margin. The pace set 
by the Ariels was terrific and slowly 
crawled up. In the last 100 yards, the 
crews rowed abreast. The Canadians 
won by a few feet. 

Five crews lined up in the intermediate 
double sculls, the Bachelors of Phila 
dolphin ; Nonpareils, Metropolitans and 
Harlems of New York, nnd the Argon 
ants of Toronto. The Bachelors took 
the lead nt the start and were first at the 
turning stake and crossed the line three 
lengths in the lead. 

The last event, of the day was the 
eight-oared shell race. It was the most 
sensational race over rowed on the in 
ternational course. The crews that fnc- 
ed the starter were the Worcester High 
School of Worcester, Fairmonts of 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania Barge Club 
of Philadelphia and Argonauts of Tor 
onto. Not one of these eights had ever 
been defeated. It wiib G:08 when the 
starter sent them away. 

Fnirmount caught the wafer, but on 
their third stroke the blade of No, (i oar 
snnppcd in two. Worcester was second 
to catch the water, and Pennsylvania 
third.
